New York, November 230.—The intel- 
lect, the power and the wealth of the 


sland gathered at Carnegie hali tonight 


to pay tribute to the memory of Mark 
Twain, whom the world '#wed because 
he’ made them laugh. 


William Dean Howells presided. 


“Uncle Joe” Cannon, the speaker of the’ 


house of representatives that is. and 
Champ Clark, the speaker that may 
be, spoke from the same platform. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke, of Princeton: Henry 
Watterson, George W. Cable, 
farkington, J. Pierpont Morgan, John 
Luther Lorg and many others were 
among those invited. The meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Academy 
of Arts and Letters. 

Mr. Howells spoke briefly: 

“If the mind and make of our com- 
memoration could be left to him,” said 
Mr. Howells, “we might imagine him 
saying, * ‘Why, of course, you musn’t 
make a solemnity of «: you mustn't 
have it that sort of obsequy. I should 
Want you to be serious about me— 
that is, sincere, and you couldn't be 
sineere if you ran 4o eulogy.’ 

“It seems to me that we are met 
tonight not so much to commemoraie 
a £reat man who still lives in us as a 
contemporary,” continued Mr. Howells. 
“Others. hereafter may* prove him the 
sreatest humorist, the kindest~and 
wisest moralist, who ever lived. We 
who were of his acquaintance can best 
offer our colledtivé reminiscence a 
composite likeness of him which wil 
keep him real and actual.” 

Champ Clark's Tribute. 

Representative Champ Clark, of Mis- 

souri, spoke of Twain as a lobbyist. 
: orn? Way [ came to know Mark 
fwain personally is that three or four 
years ago he visited Washington as a 
lobbyist. Let not the prudish and 
squeamish shudder at the term. for 
Mark Twain was nof only a lobbyist, 
but a very prince of lobbyists. He did 
honor not only to the lobbyist. but also 
to these with whom he lobbied. 

“The subject matter of his lobbying 
was improvement in the copyright 
iaws, which were sadly in need of im- 
provement. It was.a subject near his 
heart. He was intensely in earnest-—— 
persistent, enthusiastic, optimistic. Mr. 
Speaker Cannon gracefully and gra- 
ciously turned over one of his rooms 
to Mark Twain, and in it he held his 
court, somewhat, it must be confessed 
to the demoralization of business in- 
creases, for so long as he remained 
in the capitol it was almost impossible 
to maintain a quorum in the house. so 
pager were members to look Oo his 
ace, Bl lpia, raiik® fic- 
Aintance and listen to his conversa- 
tion. All men and women, and even 
little children in the atreet, vied with 
€ach other to do him honor. 

“The great-hearted Missourian 
joyed it to the limit. He talked 
perfect abandon on a multitude of 
subjects, and all the while he lob- 
b'ed—-lobbied skilfully—lobbied in de- 
lightfu] manner—lobbied with = side- 
splitting yarys—lobbied with  philo- 
sophical remarks—lobbied with wealth 
of remin'scences—lobbied with fetching 
argument for justice—and acomplish- 
ed the substance of what he sought—

Salaries Progress Backward. 

The following letter written by the 
superintendent of the public schools 
in 1871 to an applicant who had just 
been elected to a_ teacher's place 
shows how. salaries nave traveled 
backward:

“The position assigned you is that of 
third assistant (fifth - grade) in the 
grammar school, with a salary of $600 
per annum. 

“Be pleased at your earliest con- 
vehiience to indicate your acceptance of 
the position tendered you, and. oblige, 
Yours most truly, 

“BB MALLON, Superintendent.” 

Today such an applicant would be 
invited to begin work at $52.50 a 
month, or $525 for the school year. 

As a result of the miserly and nig- 
rardly policy pursued by the city, it 
is becoming a difficult matter to se- 
cure competent young teachers who 
are willing to enter upon their , work 
with serious purpose, say the members 
of the committee on financial better- 
ment. 

Formerly the teaching force was re- 
eruited from the graduating classes 
of the Girls’ High school. Fresh from 
the classroom, or after a college career, 
the young women would take their 
place in the teaching body. There were 
always ten or fifteen applicants for 
every vacancy. Now it is a hard mat- 
ter to induce the young girl graduates 
to consider a position as teacher. 
Hizher Salaries in Business (Offices. 

The reason is plain. As bookkeep- 
ers or stenographers, they can begin 
at $50 or $60 a month, with good 
chances for rapid and steady promo- 
tich. 7 

Trained nurses receive 
for the time employed. Numbers of 
women stenographers in Atlanta are 
receiving from $80 to $100 a month. 
Many young women milliners + are 
making $35 a week, $140 a month. 
The teacher who forced to secure 
as eareful an education as any of 
these, and to lay as good a founda- 
tion for her career, makes $525 a 
year.

teachers live,” said Miss Julia Rior- 
dan on yesterday. “How many wom- 
en in “even moderate circumstances 
would censider $500 a year a ridicu- 
louslv small. amount to spend for 
dress alone? Yet some of our young 
women teachers are'‘supporting them- 
selves and contributing to the sup- 
port of their families on an annual 
salary of this amount. 

“Atianta expects so muoh of her 
teachers... The work is s0 very hard 
and the pay so little. I know many 
a girl wifo leaves school each after- 
noon completely worn out with the 
physical and mental strain of her 
work. Yet two afternoons a week 
she must go to the high school and 
spend from 3 to 4 at a drawing class, 
and from 4 to 5 at a music or cales- 
thenic class. Then she is too exhaust- 
ed to prepare the next day's lesson. 
Yet the public-at-large thinks the 
teacher has the entire afternocn for 
rest and recreation. I am sure when 
they know the truth they will admit 
that the teachers are overworked and 
underpaid.” 

Teachers Built B. H. §&. 

The present grievance of the teach- 
ers dates back to 1895, when the city 
was in financial straits and faced the 
problem of building a new Boys’ High 
school. The school was erected, but 
the money for its construction was 
taken out of the pockets of the teach- 
ers. Their salaries were reduced $7.50 
amonth. For a number of years the 
salary remained at this figure. Since 
he has been superintendent of schools,

regard to them. A proper study and observance of the rules 
by the public will greatly aid in increasing the efficiency of the 
Service. 


Pay-As-You-Enter cars differ from other cars in that the 
passenger pays his fare to the conductor on the rear platform as 
he enters the car, obtaining at the same time a.transfer, if one 
is desired; also in the fact that there are two separate doors at 
the rear of thecar, one for passengers to enter and the other 
lor passengers to leave the car, and that the door at the front 
end is only for passengers leaving the car. 


The advantages of the Pay-As-You-Enter car are as follows: 


__ The conductor is on the rear platform of the car at all times, 
In a position to see that the step is clear before he gives the 
signal for the car to start, thus insuring passengers against 
accidents. 

The conductor does not have to push his way through a 


crowded car, jolting and moving passengers about as he col- 
lects fares. ~ 


The car loads and unloads simultaneously, thus avoiding 
long delays at busy corners. 


The possibility of a second demand for fares is avoided. 
Passengers pay when they enter, and there can be no question 
of their having paid when they are inside the car. 


Pay-As-You-Enter cars have been introduced in many of 
the larger cities, and they have given general satisfaction 
wherever they have been tried.

: PAY-AS-YOU-ENTER RULES. 


The adoption of the Pay-As-You-Enter car is expected to 
provide a better service, with greater safety, comfort- and con- 
venience for passengers. This expectation, however, can be 
realized only with the co-operation of the public in observing 
the following rules. 

|. Passengers are required to enter the car at the Rear End 
Only, and by the step marked “IN.” 

2. Passengers are requested to have the exact fare in hand 
before boarding the car. 

3. On boarding the platform, passengers will pay fare to the 
conductor, and immediately pass into the body of the car, 
moving as far as possible to the front (except colored passen- 
gers, who will occupy rear seats, as in other cars). 

4. Transfers will be issued only at the time fare is paid, as 
the conductor remains on rear platform and does not enter car. 

5. Passengers riding on transfers are requested to have 


transfers unfolded in hand, ready to,give to conductor. 


6. Passengers are urged to leave the car by the front door. 

7. Persons desiring information, presenting bills to be 
changed or with questions as to transfers are requested to step 
aside until-others on the platform have passed into the car. ° 

8. Passengers desiring to get off the car are requested to 
notify. conductor by pushing the electric button immediately 
after passing last corner before destination is. reached. 

9. Colored passengers will use the rear exit only. 

10. Conductors are not required to furnish change for bills 
of a larger denomination than $2.00. Conductors, however, 
will accommodate passengers when change can safely be spared, 
by changing bills of a larger denomination.

If you do not like your bishop, 
transfer yourself to some other. dio- 
cese, is the policy of St. Paul's Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, colored, at 72 
Humphries street; and because it is

S SATISFACTORY

Abide by Action of 
Police Committee. 


The Inman Park oitizens express 
themselves as satisfied with the action 
of the police committee of council, 
which decided to report to council an 
ordinance changing the near beer 
zone sO as to keep negro saloons off 
of Edgewood avenue after next July 
and to allow white saloons only west 
of Piedmont avenue. 

The police committee say the In- 
man Park citizens gave a full, pa- 
tient and satisfactory hearing to both 
sides, the saloon men being represent- 
ed by able counsel, and rendered a de- 
cision which will be satisfactory to 
the petitioners and that can work no 
hardship on anybody. 

"We would have liked to have had 
the. .negro saloons removed the first 
of next year,” states Major R. J, 
Guinn, who so ably ted the Inman 
Park citizens, “but we never once 
wanted to work any hardships on any- 
one, and desired only what was right 
and equitable in the eyes of the law. 
We felt called upon to defend our- 
selves, our homes and our families, 
but wanted only what was just and 
right.” 

The city council will adopt the or- 
dinance recommended by the police 
committee next Monday afternoon, 


WANT NO SUCCESSOR 
TO JUSTICE DODGEN 


Lawyers y™ Citizens pomwant 
Eoond Jury to Hold Up 
on Appointment. 


In all probability the grand jury 
will not appoint a successor to Justice 
J. A. Dodgen, of the 469th district, 
and if the plan which is under discus- 


will be decreased at the discretion of 
the grand jury. 

A number of lawyers and other citi- 
zens who are familiar with the situa- 
tion are urging that no successor ve 
appointed to Justice Dodgen. 

This. accordin to those interest- 
ed in the plan, will go far in lessening 
the alleged abuse of official power. 

The justices of the peace are con- 
stitutional officers, elected by the peo- 
ple, and tn Atlanta they have con- 
current jurisdiction in ag the dis- 
tricts. 

The notaries public who are a int- 
ed by the grand jury have exactly the 
same power as a justice of the peace, 
the system of appointing notary pub- 
lics ex-officio justices of the peace 
being adopted just after the war to 
prevent the election of negro justices 
in districts where the negroes held the 
majority. 

This necessity is practically obviated 
now, in the opinion of those suggest- 
ing the son-appointment of further 


notaries. 


No definite action has been taken in 
the matter by the grand jury as yet.

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_ WHEN THE: GOVERNORS CONVENE. 

One of the most significant political tendencies of our day— 
the subordination of partisanship to principle, for the common wel- 
iare—is the keynote of the third annual conference of American 
governors, now in session at Frankfort,-Ky. 

By no administrative element ip the American scheme of gov- 
ernment may this constructive idea be more directly fostered than 
by the executives of our respective commonwealths. 

They are, perhaps, more closely in touch with the people than 
any other of the popular representatives. With facilities for con- 
tinually keeping a finger on the public pulse, and with agencies 
for immediately reaching the people, they offer a fine channel for 
the national dissemination of policies that must essentially take 
their rise in a non-partisan source. | 

One item alone on the program for the current session is illumi- 
native—that relating to means and measures for assuring popular 
elections of United States senators. 

The executives figuring in the conference represent almost 
every shade of political thought in America. The two dominant 
parties, and the two wings of each party, are well supplied with 
adherents. : 

And yet, bearing constantly in mind the scrupulously non- 
partisan nature of the gathering, it is significant that there are but 
few dissenting voices to the theory that the people shall have the 
privilege of nominating the men who are to represent them in the 
highest deliberative body in the land. 

his condition in the assembly of American executives faith- 
fully reflects national sentiment. It forecasts, also, the rapidly 
approaching day when the principle of popular senatorial elections, 
whether for unexpired or for full terms, will be so firmly estab- 
lished in our governmental system that people will marvel how 
they should so long have tolerated the other roundabout and jug- 
gling method of legislative election. : 

The senatorial election issue is, of course, only one feature of 
the program now being debated by the governors, but it is illustra- 
tive of the non-political character of the conference. 

Important, also, is that feature of the conference that demon- 
strates the constantly increasing “nationalization”—using the word 
in the broad sense—of the American people. 

Even ten years ago, perhaps, such a gathering. under one roof 
would have been among the impossibilities. 

el Oday the entire success and amicability by which its sessions 


are characterized demonstrate the disappearance of sectionalism, 


'cold Storage, of course, and distributed to several cities in the 
United Kingdom.

And, as a matter of fact, Georgia 
peaches are part of: the conventional bill-of-fare of ocean liners in 
season. 

But thus far there has been no organized and steady effort to 
find a stable market for the fruit in Great Britain. There is no 
reason why, in- view of the improved and reasonably-priced cold 
storage facilities of our day, the plan should not be developed upon 
a very broad scale. 

When it is—and the consummation is a question of time only— 
there will be a further profitable safeguard against that market con- 
gestion that the Georgia Fruit Exchange, organized on the initiative 
of The Constitution, has done so much to obliterate.

Back of that simple announcement 
is a fascinating story of business suc- 
cess, sudden reversa] and the final 
triumph of honesty and courage, 


against the Tennessee Copper Compa- 
ny, that damages to property in the 
neighborhood of the mine have been 
greater this year -than ever before, 
and “while the state has given the 
company every consideration, the peo- 
Ple of that section hope that the com- 
pany’s days of grace are numbered, 
and that soon it will be compelled to 
cease injuring and destroying prop- 
erty.” 

‘T noticed 
yesterday,”

in The Constitution 
said Judge Gober, “a 
from Washington which 
is headed ‘Copper Company Wins 
Its Case in High Court—Relief in 
Federal Courts From Alleged Nuisance 
Denied Capitalists,’ wherein is set out 
certain things in reference:-to the liti-. 
gation against the copper company 
which are misleading. 

“The case in question was filed in 
the circuit court for the eastern dis- 
trict of Tennessee by Ladew and 
others, : setting out that they were 
residents of the state of New York, 
and that certain other parties inter- 
ested were citizens of the state of 
West Virginia, and that the Tennes- 
see Copper Company, the defendant, 
was a resident of the state of New 
Jersey. 

“I have the record in this case be- 
fore me. The Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany filed an objection to the juris- 
diction upon this ¢round: ‘It appears 
upon the face of this bill that this 
court has no jurisdiction over the 
parties to this suit under the act of 
congress conferring jurisdiction upon 
the circuit courts of the United States. 
No civil suit shall be brought before 
either of said courts (circuit court or 
district court) against any person by 
any original process or proceeding in 
any other district than that whereof 
he is an inhabitant, but where the 
jurisdiction is founded only on the 
fact that the action is between citi- 
zens of different states, suit shal] be 
brought only in the district of the res- 
idence of either the plaintiff or the 
defendant.’ 

“After oconsideration of the point 
raised, the circuit judge made this 
ruling: ‘It results, therefore, that the 
motion of the Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany must be granted and the bill dis- 
missed as to it for wartt of jurisdic- 
tion over the person of the defendant, 
but without prejudice.’ 

The Issue Involved. 

“The sole question raised in this 
case was as to whether the circuit 
court for the eastern district of Ten- 
nessee had jurisdiction over the Ten- 
nessee Copper Company, a resident of 
New Jersey, and the court held that 
it did not have. 

“This decision, which was affirmed 


backed by an indomitable will.

It means. that John M. Green, the 
former champion salesman of commer- 
cial fertilizers in the south, has come 
back. 

A Man Who Ie Approachable. 

Had Mr. Green decided to make pol- 
itics his profession, he would have 
been an unqualified success. He is of 
that refined type of “mixer,’ who is 
affable, agreeable and approachable 
himself, and understands the fine art 
of getting next to the other fellow in 
a nice way. 

He was only 18 when the war closed 
—celebrating his eighteenth birthday 
on January 5, 1865. The surrender at 
Appomattox came in April of that 
year. Born in Macon in 1847, he lost 
his father when he was 3 years of age. 
He attended the country schools at 
Knoxville, in Crawford county, and 
went from there to the Georgia Mili- 
tary institute at Marietta. He left 
school to enter the confederate service. 
He was in Johnston's army on the fre- 
treat from Chattanooga; fought all 
around Atlanta, and from here went to 
Savannah. He was one of the soldiers 
who fired the Ogechee bridge. 

Coming home after the war, one of 
his first acts was to organize a gang 
of hands and save a farmer’s crop 
which was going to waste on account 
of the. disorganized condition of labor. 
From this work he received as pay a 
bushel of corn a day and his beard. 

At the end of that year he went to 
south Georgia and farmed for two 
years, and then moved to Cobb county 
where he was engaged in farming for 
five years. 

Splendid Success as a Farmer. 

Though yet a young man, Mr. 
Green, by eombining the work of his 
brain with that of his hands, made an 


by the supreme court of the United

So far from the United 
States court holding the copper com- 
panies were not liable for damages on 
account of these fumes, on the con- 
trary, the court held that this  be- 
ing an alien corporation, could be sued 
wherever found, and refused to dis- 
miss this case on similar objections 
filed by the defendant, as was done ifn 
the case of the Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany, and these cases are now pending 
in said court. 

“The fumes of these 
panies, if continued, will depopulate 
and ruin about a thousand square 
miles of Georgia territory, and if the 
copper companies imagine that there is 
no law in this country to protect these 
people, they will find in the end that 
they are woefully mistaken. The state 
of Georgia has been fair with them. 
She has he!d up the application for the 
writ of injunction to the supreme 
court of the United States with the 
hope that they would discontinue this 
nuisance and have some regard for 
the rights of the people who have 
been affected by the operations: the 
damages to that section during the last 
year have been greater than ever be- 
fore, and, while the state of Georgia 
has given these companies every con- 
sideration, the people of that section 
hope that their days of grace are num- 
bered, and that soon they will be 
compelled to cease injuring and de- 
stroying their property.’’

Columbus, Ga., November 30.—(Spe- 
cial )}—Extraordinary conditions were 
imposed “by Judge Price Gilbert in

PUGILIST JEM MACE 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


He Was the Hero of Many 
Contests in the 
Ring. 


London, -November 30.—‘Jem’’ Mace, 
the hero of many prize fights, died 
at Harrow-on-Tyne, of old age, today, 
79 years of age. He was at one time 
worth more than $1,000,000, but of re- 
cent years he had been dependent on 
friends. Occasionally he had appeared 
in music hall exhibitions. 

“Jem” Mace was born at Beeston, 
was one 
of the greatest boxers. His first great 
fight was with Bill Thorpe, whom he 
beat in eighteen rounds. When Tom 
Sayers retired from the champtonsht9o 
in 1860 Mace was regarded as his ie- 
gitimate successor, but his supremacy 
was soon challenged by Tom King.

INMAN MEMORIAL 
UN CHURCH FILE 


A fitting memorial on the life and 
good works of the late Hugh T. In- 
man, Atlanta’s phllanthropic citizen 
who died November 14, has been pre- 
pared by the session of the First 
Presbyterian church, of which he was 
a leading member, and spread on the 
church minutes, 

Aside from recording a splendid 
sketch of Mr. Inman’s career, a not- 
able feature of the memoria] ig the 
relation of the handsome gifts in 
money which Mr. Inman made the 
Presbyerian churen and to other 
causes during his lifetime, Of this 
generous trait in Mr. Inman’s career 
the memorial says: 

“Mr. Inman was always @ generous 
giver. His largest single gift was 
$100,000, which he gave to the Southern 
Presbyterian church as the beginning 
of an endowment fund for the support 
of aged ministers who were without 
means and the widows and orphans of 
deceased ministers. His example so 
stimulated the church that this fund 
has now increased to nearly $300,000. 

“Mr. Inman was always a liberal 
supporter of his own church and her 
causes. In his will he left a legacy 
of $10,000 to the First church, the 
income of which is to be used for for- 
eign missions. He was algo a liberal 
contributor to all public charities and 
in his will left $26,000 to city chari- 
ties and $10,000 to the Grady hospital. 

“The most remarkable thing about 
Mr. Inman’s liberality has come toe 
light since his death. Among his pri- 
vate papers was found a book in which 
he made notes of hig gifts to various 
causes. It is stated that according 
to the record of this book that his 
gifts amounted to over $1,000,000 dur- 
ing the past fifteen years. Of the 
greater portion of these not even hig 
own family had ever heard. Truly 
and literally in his almsa-giving he did 
not let his left hand know what his 
right hand was doing.” 

Mr. Inman united with the First 
Presbyterian church by letter October 
6, 1877, having been a member of the 
church since he was 11 years old. For 
a long number of years he was the 
superintendent of the Sunday school. 
He served as deacon from 1888 until 
1900, when he was made a ruling 
elder. He was a member of the church 
session.

Organized Effort Is Being 
Made to Induce Congress 
| to Pass Bill. 


Officers of the national guard 
throughout the country intend to make 
| a determined effort to secure from the 
next congress t passage of a bil] t 
provide federal] pay for the ordaioad 
militia of the United States. 

In behalf of the military of Georgia, 
Adjutant General A. J. Scott has writ- 
ten letters to Georgia’s senators and 
members of congress, inclosing a copy 
of the proposed bill and .rging them to 
lend it their support. The adjutant 
generals of the other states in the un- 
fon have taken similar action, and it 
is believed the measure will pass. 

The proposed bill was drawn up by 
the legislative committee of the Na- 
tional Guard Association of the United 
States, and was unanimously adopted 
by the association at the meeting in 
St. Louis last month. 

The bill provides that under such 
regulations as the secretary of war, in 
j conference with the national) military 

board, may prescribe the commissioned 

officers of the organized militia f 
each state shall receive, in compensa- 
tion for their services other t‘an at 
annual encampments, or in case of riot, 
insurrection or invasion, the following 
percentages of the annual pay for of- 
ficers of like grade in the regular 
army of the United States: 

All officers below the grade of gen- 
eral officers, including officers of the 
medical corps, serving with troops, fif- 
teen (15) per cent, and an additional 5 
per cent to the commanding officers of 
all companies, troops and batteries; 
general officers and officers o. staff 
departments serving with genera! of- 
ficers, five (5) per cent; provided, each 
such officer shall have performed at 
least seventy-.:ve (75) per cent of the 
duties prescribed by statutes or in or- 
ders by the commander-in-chief of ais 
State or territory or the comm: nding 
general of the organized militia of the 
Distriet of Columbia, excepting tor 
services hereinbefore excluded; pro- 
vided, further, that no officer shall be 
entitled to such compensation until he 
Shall have passed such examination as 
Shall be prescribed for officers of that 
grade by the secretary of war in ¢on- 
nat with the national militia board. 


That each enlisted man of the organ- 
ized militia of each state, territory and 
|the District of Columbig shall receive 
in compensation for his services, other 
than at annual encampments or in case 
of riot, insurrection or invasion, twén- 
ty-five (25) per cent of the annual rate 
of pay for enlisted men of like grade 
in the army of the United States as 
is now or may be hereafter established 
by law, for attendance upon zrorty- 
eight ¢48) drills or equivalent military 
duty prescribed by statutes or in or- 
ders by the commander-in-chief of his 
State or territory or the commanding 
general of the District of Columbia, 
during any one year, or a proportion- 
ate amount of attendance upon any 
number of drills or equivalent military 
duty not less than twenty (20); pro- 
vided, no compensation shall be paid 
for attendance at less than twenty (20) 
such drills or equivalent military duty; 
provided, furthr, that the compensat.vun 
provided for herein shall be computed 
and paid semi-annually as proportioned 
above; and provided, further, that no 
compensation hereunder shall be paid 
to any enlisted man, except non-com- 
batants, in the first year of his enlist- 
ment unless and until he shall have 
made a record score with the pre- 
scribed weapon of his arm of the serv- 
ice, nor thereafter unless and until he 
Shallhave firedthe orescribeJ course 
or such equivalent as shall be pre- 
scribed by the secretary of war in con- 
ference with the national militia board.

Inspector General Says Some 
Nice Things About Troops 
at Fort McPherson. 


Following the inspection by the in- 
spector general of the department of 
the gulf, a report in which the Sev- 
enteenth infantry now stationed at 
Fort McPherson, receives high praise, 
has been issued. The report sets out 
that the Seventeenth igs not only in 
most excellent condition physically, Dut 
is most excellently instructed, 

Here is an extract from the in- 
spector general’s report, which refers 
to the regiment now at Fort McrPher- 


son: 

“The Seventeenth infantry, in my 
opinion, excels in «marching ability, 
and attention is especially invited to 
the rate of march of the Red force on 
October 11, 14.5 miles in 4 hours 1l/ 
minutes—a rate of about 3.4 miles per 
hour; and to the rate of marching of 
the Brown force on October 14 after 
the conclusion of the problem of that 
day, several miles at 14 minutes per 
mile. 

The patrol work of: the mounted or- 
derlies who came under my observa- 
tion was especially good. 

“The encampment indicates that the 
garrison of Fort McPherson is well 
instructed in fleld training, and 15 
in excellent condition for

“In regard to the accompanying 
separate report of the encampment ot 
the garrison of Fort McPherson, Oc- 
tober 11-14, and the tactical problem 
in connection therewith, it is belleved 
that the action taken by tlre com- 
manding officer reltaive to the failure 
of Problem 2, October 12, due to the 
mistake of thé Red commander, and 
to the defects noted in the execution 
of sProblem 3, is such as to prevent 
recurrence. With the exceptions noted
